3 —All employes now on strike to be 


returned to work and to their former 
positions wilth seniority and- other 
rights unimpaired 
The representa 


tlves of the carriers and the reprs 
Bentatives of the organizations espe 
dally agree that there will be no dis 
crimination by either party against 
the employees who did not strike " 


These three points it was empha 


elzed at the White House constituted 
anerely the basis for a settlement and 
the president in transmitting them to 
B M Jewell, leader of the striking 
shopmen and T, Dewitt Cuylsr, chair 
man of the Association of Railway ex 
ecutlves sent a lettei amplifying and 
explaining thsm. This letter was not 
made public at the White House.

mtude is now in its eighteenth week 
and constitutes an mdustral convul 
sion which menaces the financial and 
social fabric of our nation Aside from 
the tremendous personal sacrifices so 
bravelj endured by the mine workers 
the strike Is exacting penalties from 
c-.ery citizen of our land and is clog- 
ging the channels of commerce and 
aistiibuting the realms of finance and 
credit throughout the eivilizsd woild 
Its effect will continue to be felt long 
after its termination and the burden 
will fall heaviest upon those least 
able to bear it

'•American institutions, against 
society. 


JMr. LaFollette simply does not like what

jour political system, he does not like our 
'financial or industrial system, or our so- 
cial structure. Those who have succeed- 
ed, those who have acquired a compe- 
'tence, (excepting himself^ are objects of 
suspicion. The probability is they did not 
come by what they have honestly. 


Mr. La Follette rails at the transporta- 


'tion act. at the trusts, at the imaginary 
subsidized press. He does it in a way to 
arouse hatred and feeling. 
He does not 


geek to appeal to reason, nor does he pro- 
pose constructive remedies. 
He simply 


•wants to set one class against another. 
No matter what he says, no matter how 
irrational what he demands, those whose 
passions are aroused applaud. 


There are constitutional, there are le-

^-society and polities, but we have a govprn- 
•ment under which we possess the powr-r 
[and the privilege of working toward their 
.•betterment. And the surest thing in the 
.world is that we shall never bring about 
this betterment, we shall never solve our 
.problems in the right way. if we attempt 


i to do so in a spirit of anger and class ha- 
tred. 


That is why 3Ir. LaFollette's remedies 


are unsound. 
That is why he never will 


get far with them. 
"^That he teaches is 


the doctrine of force, and that can lead 
only to destruction, not to construction. 
Ours is a land of reason, not force. 
We 


have as a whole about what we want, 
about what we merit, in this country.

"I think eggs, milk, good meat and plenty of 


fruit to eat. and as much sleep and rest as one 
can get. are the important things

the same authority, the indefatigable Ben Told, 
for their belief that one with tuberculosis should 
go away, nowhere in particular*, just anywhere, 
far. 
far away where the rainbow is. I have had 


a (treat number of letters from people residing In, 
the southern part of the country who have con- 
sulted Ben Told and are convinced that 
their 


asthma would be better if they could 
get away 


from the climate and 
into 
the 
climate where 


the rainbow is. way up north. And as everybody 
knows, nearly ever victim of a chronic respiratory 
disease up north yearns to live somewhere far off 
in the idea! climate of the south where the rain- 
bow is. In the east invalids cherish the delusion 
that they will be better off out West, and out -west 
they feel they should go east where the rainbow 


'shame on the doctor who puts this rainbow 


chasing notion in the head of the invalid without 
giving definite advice as to the place the invalid 
should go. It is an old dodge of the incompetent 
doctor everywhere, and there is no excuse for it 
whatever. 
It belong to the same category with 


the evasion of the regular' and respected quack 
who dubs anything and everything "a touch of 
catarrah." and tells the simple patient it is "this 
damp climate"—the silliest twaddle a medical ig- 
noramus could perpetrate upon a confiding pa- 
tient. 
Tuberculosis is being cured as surely and as 


quickly at sea level, north or south, east or west, 
as it is in any well advertised altitude. Dampness 
of the air or fogs have no bearing on the question 
of curability. True, timid persons venture to re- 
main in the open air more of the time if they 
believe the air is not too damp or too cold or too 
hot for their welfare. 
But it would be silly to 


leave home for a mere whim or phobia. With pro 
per treatment this young- woman is quite as likely 
to get well in California as she would be in Min- 
nesota or New Jersey or Quebec. Proper treat- 
ment is not the glib formula which her mother 
suggests. 
Proper treatment compasses these essentials: 
1. The regular attendance and supervision in 


all 'matters of diet, air, sunlight, rest, medication 
and hygiene in general, of an educated physician. 


2 Froloneed rest m bed till there is no more 


fever and the physician deems it safe for the pa- 
tient to venture out of bed. 


3. Keep out the female buzzards who call to 


tell of sure, cures and tragic denouncements in 
similar cases. 


-i Intelligent feeding according to the doctors 


advice, not stuffing with any particular "strength- 
ening food " 


5. Freedom from worry and anxiety about the 


expense of treatment and care, and freedom from 
the handicap of homesickness—factors which mil- 
itate against recovery in many a. case in which 
the victim lias unwisely elected to chase the rain- 
bow.

to the scales.

the end of a limb, plucks a 
cone, 


carried it by the base, the point stick- 
Ing high above ' the squirrel's head, 
goes carefully down the

head 


first, disappears in the woods, only to 


j,. return in a few minutes to repeat the 
r' process. To collect cones and seeds 


is to follow these little collectors.
